| Ghe Hero of the Whisky Ring Promises a 
Startling Sensation, 


Saying That He Has Papers and Letters Show- 
ing the Secret History of Corruption 
at the White House. 


'fFrom the Chicago Times.1 

ST. Louis, May 7.—In the office of the Lin- 
dell Hotel, yesterday, standing with his back 
gpainst a pillar,and in very earnest conyersa- 
sion wiih a man whose sallow face and delib- 
erate manner proclaimed him a denizen of St. 
Louis, I discovered no less a personage than 
Gen. John McDonald. The date and the min 
seemed significantly coincident. The question 
at once suggessted itscIf whether | his sudden 
reappearance so near tothe meeting of the 
Anti-Third Termers indicated the possibility 
of an outbreak. It is tacitly understood 
that McDonald, who was intimate with 
Grant lorg before as well as during the war, 
and who was. ceep in the mysteries of his 
Administration, went to prison inthe capacity 
of scapegoat for the whole Grant connection 
in 1875, carrying with him secrets that the 
Nation at large was burning to learn. The 
sudden though not unexpected arrival of his 
pardon,after eighteen months of imprisonment 
bad given a color of satisfaction to the law, 
and the peculiarity of his behavior ever since 
has tended to confirm thistheory of his case. 
While most of tie Grant managers have 
affected contempt for him, and assumed to 


care LOthing for What he might know, judges 
of character who have taken any care to re- 
member the past have, regarded MecDoaald 
with more orless expectant interest. That 
some time, when the memory of past suc- 
cesses, past disgraces and present injuries 
shall bear too heavily upon him, McDonald 
would break silence and flash the light of a 
very intimate knowledge intothe dark cor- 
ners Of Grant’s life, has been confidently an- 
ticipated. I had read in the Republican, a 
day or two before, a note over his signature 
protesting against the abuse-heaped upon 
these Republicans who cppose Grant, and 
warning the party that legitimate reasons ex- 
istea “without end.’ ’” 

Almost the last ect of Grant’s official life 
was*the issuance of McDonald’s pardon. Re- 
leased from prison he went to Wisconsin. and 
thence,after a year or two of domestic trouble, 
in the settlement of which the last remaant 
of his fortune disappeared, he removed to No- 
komis, Ill., about 100 miles eastof this city, 
where he now resides. 

I esked him, after a little while, whether 
he bad come toSt. Louis@n ousiness in any 
way connected with 

THE ANTI-GRANT MOVEMENT 
The question tired him, and, much to my sur- 
prise, he began to talk with sharp and out- 
spoken freedom upon subjects over which be 
had for several years battened down the 
hatches of speech. : 

‘*No, sir,’’ said he, **I’mnot here on any 
such business. WhenlIthink the time has 
come for me to talk, I’Jl talk rignt out; but I 
don’t propose to make any mistake about 
either the time or the place,” 

l explained that bis being here at such a 
time had suggested the question, to which he 
answered that he had come toSt. Louis upon 
purely private business. 

“Don’t you think,’? he asked, a moment 
later, ‘*that 1 could make a sensation if I were 
to de-iver alecturein St. Louis on my ex- 
perience| While I was an officer under 
Gyant?”? 

Asturedly I didthink so, and admitted the 
act. 

‘*Po you think of doing it’? Lasked. 

‘*] dun’t know but | may,’? was the reply. 
Then, turning with a nervous jerk of his 
chair, he added: “People have got awrong 
idea of me, and of what I have done and can 
co. I don’Lsuppose anv man in the history of 
ihis nation everhad a greater lever under 
kis band than I have got to-day if I want to 
move it. Lama peculiar kind of man, and 
ove of my peculiarities is that [ never destroy 
or lose a letter or a scrap of writing that I get 
from anylLody. Now, then, I’ve got. what 
wouid make a vervelose and clear history of 
Grant’s Administration from the bezinning to 
the end.”

I waiked into Court, as you 
night say, with the atmosphere of the Presi- 
dent’s blue room still in my clothing. I 
needn’t have gone any farther than the Court 
alone. I might have had company.” 


**Do you mean to say you went to prison by 
agreement and to save Grant:?’ 
‘IT mean just thagin jeffect. I don’t think 
I’m giving anfthing away when I say so, be- 
cause there are plenty of men right here in 
St. Louis that know it—not as well asI do, 
because they don’t know the facts, except in 
a general way, but it is pretty commonly un- 
derstood in this neighborhood, 1 guess.’ 
» ‘‘Then your intention is to let out what you 
know ?’? 

‘‘Only under certain circumstances. I don’t 
want to see myself and my sacrifices wasted, 
and the same feeling of duty that sent me to 
prison will compel me to tell what I carried 
there in case these men appear to be ina fair 
way to get control of the Government again. 

I am not so sure the Chicago Con- 
vention will nominate Grant: but if it does, 
look out for me. I’m upand dressed fora 
fight, and I can sink that crowd under a load 
that would kill them so dead thata grave- 
robber wouldn’t waste his time on them.’

St. Louis Heirs of the Old Commodore 
Moving in the Matter. 


Efforts are now being made by parties in St. 
Louis to have the great muilion-doliar claim 
of the heirs of the late Commodore Robinsou 
rcainst the Government revived and present- 
edtothe next Congress. The claim dates 
from thetime of Commodore Robinson’s ser- 


vices in the Revolutionary war. Commodore 
Robin:on, itis claimed, wasto have received 
eight dollars per day for bis services from the 
Gever? ment, but finally failed to get any- 
thirg. The documents and papers in the case 
favertbe payment of the debt, and, with 
George Washington’s signature, are now on 
file in the War Depar.ment at Washington 
City.

THE AFRICAN METHODISTS. 
Ninth Day’s Session of the A. M. E. 
General Conference. 


The colored conference assembled at 9:30 
this morning, Bisnop J. P. Campbell in the 


chair. The religious service was conducted 
by the Rev. Scipio Souls, of the N. C. Confer- 
ence. After the minutes of the proceedings 
of yesterday had been approved, Bishop 
Payne protested against the action of the as- 
sem blage in the case of J. G. Yeiser, who had 
been refused the privilege of taking part in 
the actions of the conference, as there was 
a doubt of his right to represent the 
New England Conference, which he claimed 
had sent him hither as a delevate. 

Bishop Campbell resigned the chair to Dr. 
W. D. W.Schureman, of Virginia, and the 


’ hearing ofthe appeal of Dr. R. H. Cain from 


the decision of the Bishops and Board of For- 
eign Missions, who annulled his appointment 
as secretary of the board in 1879,was resumed 
His remarks contained nothing of importance 
besides the statements which were reporied in 
the PoST-DISPATCH yesterday. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Cain’s address, 
Bishop Shorter stuted that on the side of the 
appellant were six able counsel, while only 
four acted forthe Bishops.

THE QUADRUPLE INQUEST. 
Testimony Concerning the Tene- 
ment-House Horror, 


The Terrible Story as Told by Firemen 
and Inmates. ; 

Purial of the Four Charred Bodies in the 
Potter’s Field, 


The Coroner this morning made an inquiry 
on the holocaust of yesterday morning with- 
out definitely determining the originof the 
lire, although the eoal oil lamp was probably 
responsible for it. The unknown man who 
was suffocated was this morning identified 
as Frederick Breidenbach, a gardener, wh» 
arrived inthe city on the night of the fire. 
The last name of one-arme.l 
Mike was not ascertained. The 
charred bodies will be buried inthe Potter’s 
Field this afternoon. Schuetze, the proprie- 


torof the boarding-house, having made 
affidavit that he is unable to pay the expenses 
of their burial. 

THE GALLANT FIREMAN. 

John Slichter, driver of hook and ladder 
wagon No. 4, Fifthand Almond streets, test- 
tied that when his company arrived upon the 
scene the fire was raging throughout the 
house, although the fiercest on the first floor, 
‘fi, saw no one at the windows, either fron* or 
rear. after mv arrival. Our boys ran back to 
the alley with a ladder to help the inmates; out 
if it should prove necessary, which it did not. 
My company was tbe first on the 
ground. It took nearly two hours . to 
fully extinguish the flames. While the 
fire wa@®tiil burning our men discovered one 
man lying on the second floor, close tothe 
front of the building, with his herd tothe 
south. There were two beds near him, but 
helay on the floor. They discovered the 
other three onthe th rd fioor. One of them, 


the one-armed man, lay near the west end of 
the fioor, about the fifth bed from the west 
wall.* He was lying on a bed in a natural po- 
sition, face upward, with his head tothe nortb. 
The west one was lying near the 
levee front and toward the south wall. He 
lay on a bed face upward, and asin the other 
case it did not appear that he had made any 
«ffortto getaway. The third man was in the 
front part of the third floor near the north 
wall. He was kneeling down, full dressed. 
with his face pressed into his hands, which 
were resting on the bed. This I was in- 
formed was the blind man Fischer. When 
these bodies were discovered the fire- 
men kept two streams playing wupo 
them so that they would nt 
burn up,and tbey were thus protected till the 
fire was out.

Frank Dreyer, a locomotive engineer em- 
ployed by the Missouri Patitic Rairoad, tes: i- 
fied to having first discovered the fire and giy- 
ing the slarm by blowing the whistle of his co- 
gine. He corroborated the statement of SI.ch- 
ter as to the position of the bodies.
